>roposed by some to give the people an op- 
wrtunity to vote upon the matter at the 
lext general election. This would be a 
•very fair way to settle the whole question 
definitely. To attempt to do so at a county 
convention is impracticable for the very 
reason urged in behalf of the change, 
namely, that ouch conventions-do not give 
expression to the party will.

A story ie going the rounds of the press- 


concerning the alleged terrible punishment 
inflicted upon James Parker, of New Jer- 
sey, 
who has just been pardoned after ser- 


ving seven years of a thirteen years' sen- 
tence in the Penitentiary. Parker was sen- 
tenced in this county under the name of 
Farker, and it is claimed that his ottence 
consisted in exchanging a suit of clothes 
by mistake and that really- he -was not 
guilty of auv crime. This story is not true. 
The prison docket here shows that Parker 
pleaded guilty to two charges of larceny 
and one of burglary and that he was also 
convicted by a jvjry of a second chaige of 
burglary. He stole both clothing and 
money from several different people ac- 
cording to his own plea. Therefore tbe 
seven years was not such a tremendous 
sentence. The reason six. more years were 
added was* because New Jersey officials 
testified that Parker was a hardened and 
desperate criminal. This statement ap- 
peared to be false, and upon learning this 
fact Judge Yerkes endorsed the applica- 
tion for pardon.
